The survivors from tho wreck of the 


Union mail steamer Teuton state, that 
two hours before tho ship sank boats 
were lowered to a level with the bulwark 
and provisions and compasses placed in 
them. A boat broke loose Irom the fas- 
tenings while being lowered, and six oth- 
ers were brought alongside. About 30 
women and children took places in them 
first, whoa the water washed into tho eti- 
giiio room. The steamer sank by her 
head, taking down with her four boats, 
which were not fairly clear of tho ship. 
Those ot the passengers and crew who 
rose to tho surface cluug to the floating 
wreckage, until picked up by those who 
righted the third boat. At daylight tho 
boats mode for Simons Bay, all who were 
clinging to tho spars being first taken on 
board.
